The experience on the Carnival Dream became something of 
a nightmare for some passengers Wednesday when power went 
off, some toilets stopped working, and no one was allowed to get 
off the vessel— despite the fact that the ship was docked at Phil- 
ipsburg, St. Maarten, in the eastern Caribbean. 

Although power was restored and facilities were functioning 
again, the ship still couldn’t leave port. 

“During regularly scheduled testing of the ship’s emergency 
diesel generator, a malfunction occurred,” Carnival said in a 
statement. 

“While personnel continue to work on the technical issue we 
are making arrangements to fly all guests home via private char- 
ter flights and scheduled flights from St. Alaarten. Guests on the 
current voyage will receive a refund equivalent to three days of 
the voyage and 50 percent off a future cruise. 

“We are also canceling the ship’s next voyage which is sched- 
uled to depart on Saturday, March 16.” 

Carnival spokesman Vance Gulliksen said Thursday that 
4,300 guests were aboard the Dream along with about 1,300

D TWMPA.Fla. \"li ginia lidmoiufs, standing 
in tihjlilown'JTtur, L±ti!cl hc-i le^.^ t^i sliiiVYly 
nudge an ailing young manatee to one side of a 
treatment pool. A half dozen other members 
of a manatee rehabilitation team hovered 
close by— one with a syringe— waiting for the 
signal. 

“OK!” Edmonds called, as the others 
jumped in and threw a mat over the manatee 
to try and hold it still. 

The 545-pound mammal bucked, thrashed, 
rolled and tossed the women off before they 
could inject an antibiotic, just one minor chal- 
lenge in an effort to rescue and treat members 
of this endangered species that are dying in 
record numbers from an algae bloom. 

The so-called Red Tide algae bloom has 
killed 1 81 manatees so far this year, according 
to the Florida Fish and Wildlife Conservation 
Commission. 

That figure already surpasses the highest 
number of Red Tide manatee deaths on re- 
cord— 151 in 1996— and experts expect the 
number to keep rising thmu^h the .spring.

Employed people now 
less likely to be laid off

Despite the surprising drop in the ixnemployment rate and 
strong job growth reported for February, a lot of people 
looking for work probably wouldn’t agree that the employ- 
ment market is looking much better. 

They have a point: To a large extent, the labor market’s 
improvement has to do more with companies not cutting 
back staff than actually stepping up their hiring. 

Take the latest Bureau of Labor Statistics’ monthly sur- 
vey of job openings and labor turnover. In January, the layoff 
rate nationwide inched down to i.i percent, falling to a level 
matched only one other time in the past 12 years for which 
the data are available. 

In a separate report Tuesday, Manpower’s quarterly em- 
ployment outlook showed this trend was Likely to persist: 
Only 5 percent of the employers surveyed nationwide said

A two-game stint with the Hawks in 2011 -

(mis)pellings of this weekend’s Irish holiday, but we also have no shortage of ways 
to celebrate it. St. Patrick’s Day — there we go— is a major holiday on most Chi- 
cagoans’ calendars, kicking off the spring season and awakening our livers from 
their winter hibernation. But the range of choices, from gourmet breakfasts to 
the downtown parade (noon Saturday), requires that you pinpoint the type of 
celebration you prefer. Sharpen your No. 2 pencil, take our quiz to determine 
your St. Pat’s personality, then get partying! kbernot@tribune.com i @redeyeeatdrink 


Planning to party straight through the weekend? Summon all your stami- 
na for the Chicago Official St. Paddy’s Day Bar Crawl, which Includes pack- 
ages ranging from $10-$40. Kick off the weekend at the Paddyfest party, 

9 p.m. Friday at State (935 W. Webster Ave. 773-975-8030), then crawl 
through Lincoln Park pubs beginning at 11 a.m. Saturday and Sunday. See 
a schedule and purchase tickets at barcrawls.com/chicago. And yes, 
there Is the option for a commemorative shirt. 

If the thought of the CTA on parade day Is your worst nightmare, 
skip public transit with the $25 Kegs and Eggs package at Moonshine 
(1824 W. Division St. 773-862-8686), which Includes shuttle rides to 
and from the downtown parade, plus unlimited green Coors Light 
between 9 and 11 a.m. and an egg and corned beef hash breakfast. 

The Wicker Park bar keeps the green beer flowing all weekend with 
$3 Coors Light pints and $10 pitchers through Sunday. Or fill up on 
the cheap before the parade at Jake Meinick’s (41 E. Superior St. 312- 
266-0400), where a mere $5 buys you access to the all-you-can-eat 
breakfast buffet (8-11 a.m.) featuring Guinness pancakes, pesto porto- 
bello omelets and corned beef brisket hash, plus the option to add $5 
Schlltz green beers. 

Those who still have energy by Saturday evening will want to 
head to Roof (201 N. State St. 312-239-9501), The Wit Hotel’s sky-graz- 
Ing lounge, where DJ sets begin at 2 p.m. and culminate In a perfor- 
mance by electropop and remix artist Penguin Prison at midnight. At 
27 stories up, you’ll have one of the best views of the downtown cra- 
ziness, plus access to cocktails, bottle service and shareable snacks, 
all Inside an enclosed glass rooftop patio. Table reservations and 
schedule: roofonthewit.com. 
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TRADITIONAUST 




Owned by the same family as Wrigleyville’s Murphy’s Bleachers, 

Mrs. Murphy & Sons Irish Bistro (3905 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-248-3905) 
is the sort of charming North Center spot that’s full of Irish dancers 
rather than Irish car bombs. Draft beers such as Murphy’s Irish stout, 
Murphy’s red ale, Guinness and selections from nearby Half Acre pair 
with a menu of comfort foods such as shepherd’s pie and fisherman’s 
stew. Live performances from pipers on Saturday and Sunday plus 
Irish band The Boils on Sunday provide requisite background music. 

While Bucktown Italian restaurant Ripasso (1619 N. Damen Ave. 773- 
342-8799) might not sound like a destination for authentic Irish fare, 
chef Theo Gilbert (formerly of Terragusto) actually lived in Ireland for 
years. He’s paying homage to the country with a month-long pop-up 
within Ripasso called The Red Headed Stepchild. Some Italian favorites 
remain on the menu, but they’ll share the spotlight with Irish dishes 
such as craibheachain ($12)-a creamy salad of chilled crab, scallops, 
mussels and herbs-and Kerry pie ($11), lamb with herbs, veggies and 
mushrooms baked with a flaky pastry top. 

After Saturday’s downtown parade spectacle, walk south on 
Michigan Avenue and keep the festivities rolling at The Gage (24 S. 
Michigan Ave. 312-372-4243) where the classic American tavern takes on 
some Irish pride in the form of a special food and drink menu. Braised 
lamb shepherd’s pie ($19), wood-fired Irish salmon ($20) and a corned 
beef sandwich topped with Guinness-soaked Swiss cheese ($14) are 
all on the docket, along with cocktails such as the Jameson Mule ($11) 
made with Jameson Black Barrel, lime juice and ginger beer.

If you prefer green chartreuse to green beer, 
head to Lincoln Park’s The Barrelhouse Flat 
(2624 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-857-0421). At this 
popular cocktail lounge, bartenders put Irish 
twists on cocktails ($11) such as the Bloody 
Mary (Leprechaun in the Hood edition), a mix 
of Powers Irish whiskey, tomatillo juice, poblano 
and serrano peppers garnished with charred 
pineapple. Beginning at 11 a.m. Saturday, sip on 
a Dublin Buck, made with Powers, lime juice 
and ginger beer, and order up some special 
Irish breakfast options such as a bacon beig- 
net with maple-sugar glaze ($7) or “Breakfast 


for Breakfast,” biscuits with a sunny-side up 
egg, maple-fennel sausage gravy and a bacon 
pancake ($12). This is solely for day drinking, 
though-the bar will close at 8 p.m. 

When all that Irish whiskey inevitably 
catches up with you Sunday morning, find the 
strength to make it to Bang Bang Pie Shop 
(2051 N. California Ave. 773-276-8888) or 
Trenchermen (2039 W. North Ave. 773-661- 
1540) for brunch. At Bang Bang, a one-day- 
only collaboration with Paul Kahan’s Publican 
Quality Meats yields savory offerings such 
as corned beef biscuits ($7) and corned beef 


hash pot pie ($10), plus nostalgic Green River 
soda. If it’s sweets you’re after, Baileys cheese- 
cake and chocolate Guinness pie ($5 per slice, 
$26 per whole cake or pie) should do the trick. 
At Trenchermen, live Celtic folk tunes accom- 
pany a Sunday brunch featuring dishes such 
as corned beef ramen ($13) and crispy Irish 
bacon with soda bread and poached eggs ($12). 
The real highlight, though, may be the return 
of beverage director Tona Palomino’s Green 
Hornet cocktail ($12), the popular gin and cel- 
ery juice drink that created a buzz after the res- 
taurant’s opening.

However, his affinity doesn’t appear 
to go deeper than a daily fondness for weed 
and his understandable longing for peace and 
positivity following a rough, drug-dealing 
upbringing and the deaths of many friends 
and family members. 

Now in his 40s, Snoop says he’s wiser “like 
Budweiser.”The most compelling, convinc- 
ing aspect of “Reincarnated” comes from 
watching his new music develop from puny 
imitation to legit, meaningful reggae. At first. 
Snoop notes his desire to enlighten people

with his new stuff Then he sings about 
smoking weed, not seeds, and that “natural 
berries are so good for the system.” Very 
enlightening. 

Later, he works on songs with more 
to say about death and regret, even if it’s 
laughable to hear a collaborating songwrit- 
er note that seeing an ashtray reminded 
her of ... an ashtray, and she wanted to 
write about that. It still leads to something 


evocative, which is more than you can 
say of the generalized commentary about 
Snoop’s early criminal days or acquittal for 
murder. The same goes for the numerous 
shots of Snoop’s cousin, clearly enjoying 
his supporting role of tagging along, not 
working and smoking all the Jamaican grass 
he can find. Glad you got to roll a blunt in 
the jungle, man, and that your story could 
be told to the masses.

In a development that illustrates the power of 
social media, fans of the short-lived “Veronica 
Mars” TV series pledged $2 million in a single 
day— 10 hours, to be exact— to finance an in- 
dependent film based on the teen drama. 

The overnight success of the fundraising 
effort— the biggest film campaign in Kick- 
starter history, and the fastest to reach the $i 
million threshhold— represents a milestone 
in Hollywood movie-making economics. It 
demonstrates that passionate fan communi- 
ties can rally to support projects that main- 
stream studios otherwise might not back. 

“Veronica Mars” creator Rob Thomas 
launched the Kickstarter campaign Wednes- 
day morning, saying in his online appeal that 
he has wanted to make a movie based on the 
cult TV series almost since the day it went off 
the air in 2007. The low-rated series, which 
starred Kristen Bell as teenager who cracked 
cases under the guidance of her detective fa- 
ther, lasted just three seasons. Its passionate 
followers have been longing to revisit the fic- 
tional Neptune, Calif, universe ever since. 

“Warner Bros, wasn’t convinced there was 
enough interest to warrant a major studio- 
sized movie about Veronica and the project 
never got off the ground,” Thomas wrote in 
his Kickstarter appeal. 

Thomas and Bell decided to make their 
plea to fans: If enough “Veronica Mars” devo- 
tees would help finance the project, the movie 


would be shot this summer and released in 
early 2014 in a limited number of theaters, and 
made available to donors via digital download. 
Thomas offered incentives including a speak- 
ing role in the film, tickets to the planned red 
carpet premiere in L.A. and a visit to the set 
during production, where contributors would 
appear as an extra and eat lunch with the cast 
and crew 

By Thursday afternoon the total had 
reached $2.7 million, with more than 46,000 
people pledging to the cause.

Before you can start singing “Defying 
Gravity” from “Wicked,” the epically dread- 
ful sci-fi/romance “Upside Down” becomes a 
black hole of pretentious self-parody Put this 
concept in your pipe and spit it out: the very 
deliberately named Adam and Eden (Kirsten 
Dunst) grew up in worlds that exist on top 
of each other, with opposite gravity Since 
people of the future are super creative, they 
dub the worlds “Up Top” and the lower-class 
“Down Below” The best restaurant at Up 
Top is called “Cafe Dos Mundos,” or Cafe 
Two Worlds. 

When people from Down Below spend a 
few minutes Up Top, they burn. You’d expect 
that would be pretty noticeable. Yet when 
Adam and Eden reconnect lo years after 
Down Below’s military fires at them and she 
suffers an amnesia-causing head injury, she 
somehow doesn’t notice his smoky ankles or 
the flames coming from his feet.

‘Little Miss Sunshine’

Abigail Breslin burst onto the scene in 
2006, playing Olive, the youngest member 
of a dysfunctional clan in the quirky film 
“Little Miss Sunshine.” Despite sweat- 
bands and nerdy glasses, Olive was ob- 
sessed with beauty pageants and led 
her family on a cross-country road 
trip to a pageant where she’d per- 
form the choicest dance num- 
bers. 

Breslin, who earned an Acad- 
emy Award nomination for 
best supporting actress for 
that role, turns 17 next month 
and stars in another road-trip 
movie of sorts — though the ride 
is bumpier. 

In “The Call,” hitting theaters 
Friday, Breslin plays Casey, a typical 
American teen hanging out at the mall 
who is grabbed by a serial killer and thrown 
into the trunk of a car. She calls 91 1 on her 
cellphone, reaching a dedicated operator 
(Halle Berry) determined to save the girl. 

Breslin spent hours filming scenes in the 
trunk of two cars— a Lincoln and a Camry 
But intense roles are nothing new. Her up- 
coming films include the drama ‘August: 
Osage County” (with Meryl Streep and 
Julia Roberts), “Haunters” (a horror film), 
“Final Girl” (a dark indie) and “Ender’s 
Game” (a sci-fi actioner). 

If I spend time In a trunk, which do you 
recommend-the Lincoln or the Camry? 


Lincoln. For sure. No hesitation. It’s a big- 
ger space. The Camry is very small. But ... 
nobody should be in a trunk— ever.

If you 
answered “both,” 
you’U love “The 
Call,” which is in 
fact not based on the 
Backstreet Boys song 
of the same name and 
fortunately controls 
any excessive impuls- 
es until the question- 
able finale. Instead, overqualified director 
Brad Anderson (“The Machinist”) favors the 
in-the-moment tension of a kidnapped teen- 
ager, on the phone with a 911 operator from 
the trunk of a car, unsure if she’ll ever again 
see a friendly face. Abigail Breslin (“Zom- 
bieland”) plays Casey the girl in the trunk, 
and brings us in there with her better than 
Ryan Reynolds did in the coffin of “Buried.” 
Halle Berry also is good as Jordan, the LAPD 
dispatcher whose recent misstep on the job 
cost a young woman like Casey her life, mak- 
ing this latest plight more urgent. 

Confining a heroine to a desk and earpiece 
hampers the traditional accumulation of ac- 
tion but also reinforces the helplessness felt 
by anyone desperate but potentially unable 
to change their situation. Call me a logistics 
nerd, but I think the police work involved 
in dispatching— Jordan multi- tasks like a 
champ, gathering information and delegating 
to the necessary forces— contains plenty of 
its own nerve-racking excitement. The script 
by Richard D’Ovidio, who hasn’t written 
a movie since “Thirteen Ghosts” and the 
Steven Seagal/DMX joint “Exit Wounds” in 
2001, also largely resists the gruesomeness 
and vile revenge favored in related genre ef- 
forts like “Taken.” He doesn’t make the char- 
acters spell out everything on screen— no 
one notes Michael Foster’s (Michael Eklund) 
affinity for vulnerable, blond teens, though 
his fixation’s undeniable. 

So. That ending. “The Call” overheats, 
tossing away logic to generate maximum 
gasps. Yet compared to the broad dispos- 
ability of other phone-centric thrillers like 
“Phone Booth” and “Cellular,” “The Call” 
survives its descent into nonsense. 

Jordan recommends new 911 operators 
avoid attachment, but finds it’s easier said 
than done. The same goes for “The Call,” 
which is just the kind of white-knuckle junk 
you want it to be.

Kettlebell master Brett Jones says there is a 
huge difference between what you mostly see 
in most gyms (just swinging a kettlebell around) 
and performing an actual kettlebell swing. If 
you do these exercises right they are wonder- 
ful-safe, effective, convenient, and efficient. 

The most ridiculous, but stiU popular ques- 
tion in fitness is, “if you could only do one ex- 
ercise for the rest of your life, what would it 
be?”

Alex Karpovsky is more 
than just the bitter, 
hilariously acerbic Ray 

Tribune Newspapers 

Alex Karpovsky plays one of the boys of 
“Girls,” which has its Season 2 finale Sunday 
Karpovsky also is an independent filmmaker, 
and his two latest films, the comedy “Red Flag” 
and thriller “Rubberneck,” screened at New 
Abrk’s Lincoln Center in late February and 
recently landed on VOD, Amazon and iTunes. 

Why do you think **Girls” has resonated so 
much with audiences? 

I don’t fully know, but I feel that part of it 
has to do with the fact that the show is so 
grounded in authenticity It’s reflective of 20- 
and 30 -year-olds in Brooklyn that I know and 
from what I remember from my 20s as well. 
And I think people find that refreshing. 

Tell me about your character, Ray. 

In Season i, we introduce his character with 
a lot of anger. He’s very cynical and judgmen- 
tal and because of his age— he’s a little bit 
older than everyone else on the show— I feel 
there’s some obligation on his part to inject 
some perspective on relationships and their 
“plights.” Even if his advice is misguided or 
perverse or totally way off base, he feels it’s 
his role to provide it. 

But we don’t really know what drives these 
feelings until we explore the underpinnings 
and all the issues that fuel his anger and cyni- 
cism and that also fuel his inability to con- 


nect with women and society in general. He’s 
a homeless man, he’s a bit of a misanthrope, 
and increasingly in his interactions with 
Shoshanna (Zosia Mamet) we see a man who 
has a really hard time expressing his feelings. 

So did (“Girls” creator) Lena Dunham base 
Ray on you? 

I don’t think so. We were friends at that 
point; we’d worked together in (Dunham’s 
breakout film) “Tiny Furniture.” I think they 
needed someone to be the agitator of the 
group, and she felt like I could do that. 

How did you meet Lena? 

I met her at South by Southwest in 2009. She 
was there with her first film, “Creative Non- 
fiction,” and I was there with my third film, 
“Trust Us, This Is All Made Up,” a documen- 
tary She was really funny and effervescent 
and smart, perceptive. 

In two of your films, you play a filmmaker 
named Alex Karpovsky. What’s the differ- 
ence between you and the character you? 

I think the difference is quantitative and not 
qualitative. I’m trying to emphasize my real 
fears and neuroses, insecurities, delusional 
ambition for comedic and dramatic effect. 
They’re not fabricated, just exaggerated. 

The character also is commitment-phobic 
and overly analytical, which he seems to use 
as a defense. Does that sound familiar? 

Yeah, very much so. The only place he really 
feels confident is onstage when he’s answer- 
ing questions (during a tour with his real-life 



film “Woodpecker”). It’s not a real place, 
it’s almost like a hyperspace or an airport 
or a hotel. There’s no past and no future. As 
soon as he walks off the stage and is himself 
again, he hides behind sarcasm and over- 
articulation. 

Both of your latest films are about romantic 
disappointment in very different ways. Why 
do you keep coming back to that? 

I find it interesting, and I believe in the old 
adage “write what you know.” And that’s an 
experience that’s easy for me to draw from, 
because I’ve gone through it several times. 

It wasn’t very funny when I did it. It was sad 


and dramatic. I was left extremely broken 
after, the last two anyway So I can draw on 
that specific experience. 

Most of your work is comic, but “Rubber- 
neck” is quite dark. Is that the first film like 
that you’ve been involved with? 

The first movie I made that wasn’t a comedy 
was a documentary but I acted in one movie 
that was really dark called “Lovers of Hate.” 
As a director, it’s definitely the darkest thing 
I’ve ever done. I love slow-burn, character- 
driven psychosexual thrillers. It’s my favorite 
genre. I want to make another thriller down 
the road.
